School Budget Will 
Retain Current 
Bus Service

Continuing their first pass on a recom- 
mended $14.9 million school budget, the 
School Committee Tuesday night approved 
a $596,350 transportation budget that would 
continue bus service next year for all neigh- 
borhoods now being bused. 

They also went back over ten accounts 
they covered during their last meeting, and 
made additional cuts on three accounts, 
still on their first pass. The transportation 
account was one of only three new accounts 
the schoolmen managed to cover during a 
three-hour meeting at West Junior High. 

The transportation account includes a 
$16,200 salary for Transportation Coordina- 
tor Kathleen Casey, and $580,150 to contract 
23 buses for elementary, secondary and 
special needs students. 

Business Manager Francis Paul said the 
budget included ‘‘continuation of existing 
services’: buses for all elementary stu- 
dents outside a 1.5 mile radius of school, 
secondary school students outside a two- 
mile radius, and students within those lim- 
its who live in areas that were designated 
“hazardous” during last fall’s busing con- 
troversy. 

Four schoolmen voted to leave the haz- 
ardous areas in the budget on a first pass, 
with Donald Robb dissenting. By cutting the 
three buses needed to serve the so-called 
hazardous areas, the schools could save 
$46,000, Robb said. He argued for funding 
only the committee’s transportation policy, 
without exceptions. 

Parents from the Lincoln Extension- 
Smithshire Estates neighborhood wrote to 
the committee, and appeared at the meet- 
ing this week, to ask that their area be 
provided bus service next year. One mother 
said neighborhood children must cross Low- 
ell Street on their way to school. 

Chairman Joseph Finn said the transpor- 
tation account would be looked at in greater 
detail at a later date. 

Other accounts approved by the commit- 
teemen on a first pass this week were 
evaluation, at $116,587, for special needs 
testing; and health services, at $141,310. 

When the committee began their first 
pass two weeks ago, they approved ac- 
counts with salaries and expenses totalled. 
Finn explained this week that they must 
vote on the salary and expense portion of 
each account separately, so the committee 
went back over territory they had already 
covered — and made some new cuts in the 
process. 

The salary portion of the teacher account 
was reduced from $8,243,683 to $8,130,000, 
and the expense portion from $375,573 to 
$340,500. The committee calculated the cuts 
based on projected declining enrollments, 

and the speculation that five teachers will 
be eliminated next year.

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‘Lowell Experiment’ To Be Discussed 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 


Davy Crockett. Charles Dickens. Abra- 
ham Lincoln. “Tippecanoe’’ and Tyler, too. 
What do they have in common? They all 
came to visit and marvel at the city of 
Lowell and to see first-hand the great ex- 
periment being conducted there. 

The public is invited to discover what 
drew these notable men to Lowell as the 
Andover Historical Society presents a slide 
show, ‘‘Cotton Manufacturing in New En- 
gland,’’ Sunday, Feb. 7, at 2 p.m. and 3 p.m. 
The presentation, with an admission charge 
and limited seating on a first-come, first- 
seated basis, will center on Lowell but will 
also depict the other two great textile cities 
on the Merrimack; Lawrence and Manches- 
ter, N.H., whose establishment was a direct 
result of Lowell’s success. 

The tory of Lowell begins in the early 
1800s when Francis Cabot Lowell, a wealthy 
Bostonian suffering from ill health, took a 
gentlemanly tour of Great Britain. With 
native Yankee shrewdness—if somewhat 
dubious ethics—he memorized the jealously 
guarded secrets of English technology and 
returned home to have mechanic Paul Moo- 
dy build similar machinery. The year was 
1814 and the time could not have been better 
for the start of such an enterprise. The War 
of 1812 was finally over. There was an 
enormous pentup demand for consumer 
goods like cloth which had been unavailable 
during the war. Newburyport families had 
made fortunes in shipping, but the New 
England shipping trade he i been destroyed 
by the war. These wealthy families were 
looking for new investments. In addition, 
the great westward migration was increas- 
ing, creating new markets for Yankee man- 
ufacturers of all types of goods. 

The first cotton manufacturing mill was 
built by Lowell and his associates at Wal- 
tham and proved to be such a success that, 
after Lowell's death in 1817, the ‘““Boston 
Associates’ looked for a location for what 
was to become the Lowell Experiment. 
They found it in 1821 near the sleepy farm- 
ing villages of East Chelmsford. They chose 
this location because the Merrimack River 
drops 32 feet here, creating tremendous 
water power, the only power known at that 
time that was able to move the great mill 
wheels. 

The Boston Associates, trying to avoid 
publicity about their plan in order to keep 
the-price down, silently bought all the land 
in the area. Work proceeded rapidly and in 
1823, the first loom of the new Merrimack 
Manufacturing Company was set in motion 
by master weaver Deborah Skinner. 

An immediate success, the Merrimack 
Manufacturing Company soon spawned the 
Creation of other mills in the new town of 
Lowell. By 1836 the town had become a city 
and had a population of 18,000, consisting 
mostly of the famous native Yankee mill

girls who operated the machinery and im- 
migrant Irish laborers who built the mills 
but were not yet hired to work inside them. 
The owners and financiers of the mills did 
not live in Lowell, but in Boston and this 
absentee ownership created increasing 
problems as the years went by. 

The mill girls were an important factor in 
the first halcyon days of the Lowell Expert- 
ment. The Boston Associates had a thorny 
problem in locating a labor supply for the 
new mills. Unemployed men were few in 
the farm economy of New England 160 
years ago. The lure of the West attracted 
most of those who did not already have 
their own farms or small businesses. There 
remained a pool of young women to whom 
the door of most occupations was firmly 
shut. The Boston Associates set up boarding 
houses operated mostly by improverished 
widows of good character and established 
strict rules for behavior and church attne- 
dance. They then advertised heavily 
throughout the New England countryside, 
and a throng of women responded. 

At first, although the hours were very 
long, the work was slow-paced and fairly 
easy. The girls studied, attended lectures 
and formed a literary magazine. They were 
active in their churches and saved their 
money. It was the phenomenon of these 
bright and attractive young women in their 


sunlit, geranium-bedecked workrooms high 
over the sparkling Merrimack that at- 
tracted prominent visitors from all over the 
United States and Europe. The contrast 
with England’s dank and disease-ridden 
textile cities was the marvel of the age. 
The utopia did not last long, however. 
Pressure from the owners for increased 
profits caused the continual speeding up of 
the machines, lengthening of the work day, 
assignment of additional machines to each 
girl and a steady decrease in wages. The 
bible verses and sentimental poetry tacked 
at the windows became tattered and yel- 
lowed as the girls labored to keep up. Some 
ied.

Selectmen ‘Obligated’ To Put 
Question On Ballot Gropper Says 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The selectmen have ‘‘an obligation to the 
town” to put a Proposition 2¥2-related ref- 
erendum question on the March election 
ballot, the School Building Committee 
chairman told the board Monday night, 
whether they agree with the question or 
not. 

Last week, the School Committee asked 
the selectmen to place the question on the 
annual ballot. If approved by voters, the 
referendum would exempt debt service on 
the $13.72 million school building project 


from the limitS Of 24% — and save the school- - 


operating budget from roughly $2 million in 
cuts. It would also add about $2 to the tax 
rate. 

Although they are not scheduled to vote 
on inserting the question until next Monday, 
the selectmen’s initial reaction to the 
schoolmen’s request was unenthusiastic. 
And it included criticism of the school ad- 
ministration’s recommended $14.9 million 
budget for fiscal 83. 


Building Committee Chairman Kenneth 
Gropper appeared at Town Hall this week, 
along with Schoolman Donald Robb, also a 
member of the building committee. 


Gropper told the board they have ‘‘an 
obligation to present this referendum to the 
town.’ He added that the board has ‘‘an 
obligation to inform the town of your opin- 
ion of whether it is a good referendum or 
not”’ as well. 

“This board and previous boards have 
continually supported the school building 
program,’ Gropper said. 

The chairman said it ‘‘bothered’’ him that 
the selectmen brought up the school budget 
while discussing the referendum question 
last week, calling them ‘“‘two separate is- 
sues. The school budget gets debated on the 
floor of town meeting.” 


And after consulting ‘‘two major banks,” 


Gropper believes the town could receive 
lower interest rates on the school bonds if 


they are exempted from Proposition 2%. 
“There is a very good potential that our 
interest rate would be advantageously ef- 
fected,”’ he said. 

Town Manager Kenneth R. Mahony 
agreed that he had ‘‘been told the same 
thing” by bankers. But no community has 
yet approved the debt service exemption 
and then sold a bond issue, so it cannot be 
confirmed, he added. 

Selectman Jerry Silverman told Gropper, 
‘There are ramifications we all want to be 
aware of. Our question is, we want to know 
everything we can find out about it. If we 
present this to the town, we want to tell 
them what it’s going to cost.”’ j 

Susan Poore agreed, adding that public 
response to their decision to delay voting on 
the question amounted to “mild hysteria. 
We will look at the issues. The board 
doesn't make decisions without as much 
information as time permits.”’ 

Poore moved that the board vote on the 


question Monday night. But Chairman Nor- 
ma Gammon said she wanted more time to 
discuss the issues, particularly since the 
board could ask voters to exempt other debt 
service as well. 

Among the issues the selectmen will con- 
sider is how exempting the debt service 
would effect the town’s tax base, used to 
calculate the two and one-half percent in- 
crease allowed in the tax levy each year 
under Proposition 2%. 

‘‘How do you arrive at that base?’ Maho- 
ny wondered. ‘‘That’s what I’m concerned 
about.’’ The selectmen are waiting for in- 
formation on that and other technical ques- 
tions from the state Department of 
Revenue. 

The board will vote on the referendum 
question next Monday night, Feb. 8, in Me- 
morial Hall Library. Four of the five select- 
men must approve the referendum before it 
can be placed on the ballot, and no absten- 
tions will be allowed.

Controversy Lacking In Most 
Town Meeting Warrant Items 


Gypsy Moths Flutter 
From Town Meeting 


From the looks of the warrant, 1983 an- 
nual town meeting may lack some of the 
drama of past meetings: Few of the 49 
articles seem destined to inspire passionate 
controversy. 

Selectmen reviewed the 34 town and 15 
private articles Monday night, voting to 
insert all of them (they voted to insert the 
first 17 last week), and to recommend ap- 
proval of 22 articles. 

Among the articles the board voted to 
approve: 

* a $2,500 appropriation to light up the 
downtown during the holidays, with match- 
ing funds from center merchants; 

* acceptance of new parking regulations 
recently passed into state law; 

¢ a $1.5 million appropriation to sewer the 
Digital plant on Dascomb Road (to be fully 
reimbursed) ; 

¢ and $1 million to help build the Riverina 
Road pumping station (remaining funds for 
the $8 million station will come from the 
state and federal governments). 

They voted to insert, but to defer appro- 
val of, four Planning Board articles: 

¢ new language on heliports for the zoning 
bylaw, 

* an addition to the gravel removal bylaw 
that would restrict on-site as well as off-site 
removal, 

* rezoning the DASA site off Stevens 
Street from Industrial G to Single Resi- 
dence A, 

¢ and a $50,000 appropriation for updating 
the 1965 master plan. 

Selectmen also voted to insert but with- 
hold approval of a $3.5 million article to 
renovate two wings of East Junior High for 


town use. Those wings will revert to the 
town after the Memorial Auditorium wing 
becomes part of the new Doherty Junior 
High. 

The article also authorizes the town man- 
ager to solicit developers’ proposals for 
Town Hall, the Essex Street theatre build- 
ing, Shawsheen School, and Memorial Hall 
Library. 

The private articles include one inserted 
by voters including John Doyle of Reserva- 
tion Road, who would like town meeting to 
authorize the selectmen to appeal a recent 
ruling of the county commissioners. The 
commissioners ordered the town to accept 
Whispering Pines Way — a street Doyle 
persuaded town meeting to reject last year. 

Residents of Foster’s Pond have proposed 
a bylaw that would outlaw operating a mo- 
tor boat with an engine in excess of 10 
horsepower. 

Community Services will ask voters to 
appropriate $35,000 to refurbish the And- 
over High/West Junior High tennis courts. 

A group of Ballardvale residents have 
inserted an article that would mandate the 
School Committee to present its recom- 
mended school budget to the Finance Com- 
mittee 45 days before the FinComm mails 
its report to voters. Schoolman Donald 
Robb, who attended Monday's meeting to 


- discuss another matter, maintained that 


the school committee already meets that 
schedule. 

And another group of townspeople in- 
serted an article that would revoke the 
FinComm's power to veto financial articles

Should Andover spray the gypsy moth 
caterpillars next spring? To the surprise of 
some town officials, that question will not 
be posed to town meeting this year. 

The proponents of spraying who peti- 
tioned unsuccessfully for a special town 
meeting on the question late last year did 
not insert the question on the annual town 
meeting warrant. The selectmen voiced 
their surprise at that fact when they re- 
viewed the warrant Monday night. 

‘*We debated about it up until two o’clock 
last Thursday afternoon,”’ Doreen Correnti 
of Tilton Lane, the leading advocate of 
spraying, explained Tuesday. Last Thurs- 
day was the deadline for inserting articles 
onto the warrant. 

‘“‘We knew the spraying couldn’t have 
been done anyway this year,’’ Correnti said. 
“It was too late.’’ Correnti and her support- 
ers called several spraying contractors, she 
said, and found ‘‘the earliest we could get 
one was in May of 1983.'’ Town meeting 
approval at this point would have been 
‘just a moral victory, a token victory. 

“That was why we wanted a special town 
meeting in the first place,” she added. ‘‘We 
knew this was going to happen. Special 
town meeting was the only way we could 
go. Without it there was no way we could've

gotten it done this year —no way. It’s very 
sad that it had to end like this.”’ 

Last fall, Correnti organized an effort to 
call a special town meeting, so voters could 
appropriate $200,000 for aerial spraying of 
carbaryl to combat gypsy moth caterpil- 
lars. 

Under a little-known section of the town 
bylaws, the Finance Committee vetoed the 
meeting by disapproving the article. Fin- 
Comm members said they betieved spray- 
ing would not be effective enough to justify 
the expense. 

Although spraying is not on the warrant, a 
group of townspeople have proposed an 
amendment to the bylaws that would repeal 
the FinComm’s veto power over special 
town meeting financial articles. (The com- 
mittee does not have that power over finan- 
cial articles on the annual warrant.) 

If that bylaw is approved, Correnti said, 
“nothing would stand in our way for the 
following year,’ and spraying advocates 
might call for a special meeting once again. 

Correnti could have placed an article 
calling for spraying in the spring of 1983 on 
the current warrant, but chose not to. 

“I did not want to put it in for 1983,’’ she 
explained. “My goa. was to get spraying 
done this year.” 
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Reserved For Hollywood 


It looked like a perfect scene from a 
happy movie — a family reunited, a family 
that had had little hope of ever being togeth- 
er again. Monday night, a family of Cambo- 
dian refugees landed at Logan Airport to 
take up a new life here, joining relatives 
who arrived late last summer. 

“If I had written a script, it would have 
been just like it happened,” Mary Bolduc 
says happily of the reunion she participated 
in. “It was exactly how I would have liked 
to see it come out.” 

Bolduc is chairman of the Christian Serv- 
ices Commission of St. Augustine’s Church 
in Andover, the group that responded to an 
appeal for help and brought Bun Thoeun 
Chhay and his young family here this week. 
Chhay is the brother of Choeun Chhun, who 
came here in late August with her husband, 
two children and a young brother, spon- 
sored by the Faith Lutheran Church of 
Andover. 

The Chhun family spent two years in 
refugee camps, first in Thailand and later 
in the Phillipines, before they came to the 
United States through the Lutheran Inter- 
national Refugee Service. Members of the 
Lutheran church helped them settle into a 
South Lawrence apartment, and found a job 
for Choeun’s husband, Sarom, at Hewlett- 
Packard in West Andover. 

Within weeks, the Lutheran Church 
learned that the Chhay family had been 
located in a refugee camp. There was now a 
chance to bring them here, where they 
coyld be with the Chhuns, but the Lutherans 
could not afford to sponsor a second family. 
In October, they sent out an appeal for 
another local sponsor. 

“It was not something we were looking 
for,”’ Mary Bolduc says. ‘‘But it’s just the 
name of our group, the Christian Services 
Commission —s»we all belong because we 
like doing Christian deeds. These people 
needed a sponsor, and almost overnight we 
decided, it’s us.’’ There are 13 members in 
the*group. 

Bun Thoeun Chhay stepped off the air- 
plane and into freedom with his wife, Phon- 
dy Thlang, their four-year-ola son, Sothea, 
and baby, Rebecca, along with Phondy’s 
mother, Sokhon Mak Thlang, 53, and Sok- 
hon’s daughter and son, Ranith, 21, and 
Soksan, 7. Bun Thoeun and Phondy are in 
their late twenties. They were already wait- 
ing at the airport when Sarorm Chhun came 
to meet them, accompanied by Bolduc and 
Mary Hobbs of the CSC. 

During the ride to Lawrence, the family 
conversed excitedly in Khmer, their native 
language. Chhun, who speaks English, apol- 
ogized to Bolduc and Hobbs because they 
could not understand. For the first time, 
Bolduc says, she truly realized the struggle 
the Chhays would face to make a home 
here. 

“Here was this carload of people I 
couldn’t understand,’’ she explains. ‘‘All of 
a sudden I realized how they felt, not know- 
ing English. The tables were turned for a 
minute.”’ 

Choeun Chhun was waiting at home, with 
her brother, Bunthy Chak, 14, and her sons, 
Kamrang, four, and Samrach, one. Mem- 
bers of both St. Augustine’s and the Luther- 
an church were there as well, and a Chinese 
family from St. Augustine’s had prepared a 
special dinner. 

Bolduc began to worry that too many

people had been invited to the reunion. ‘‘I 
thought, what are we doing?”’ she recalls. 
“But the minute we walked in the door, 
there was so much warm feeling that went 
around — it was just great. Everybody was 
just so pleased.” 

Chhay took his children around the room 
and proudly introduced them to everyone, 
and then the children promptly settled 
down to play with Samrach’s and Kam- 
rang’s toys. The festive dinner began with a 
prayer said in Khmer, and was then de- 
voured enthusiastically. 

Later Sarom demonstrated how ice cubes 
work by dropping one in his cup of tea —and 
everyone followed suit with ice cubes of 
their own. 

And in a touching but embarassing mo- 
ment, Phondy offered a bracelet to Bolduc 
after Bolduc had admired it. She had a hard 
time explaining that the small bracelet 
would not fit around her larger wrist, Bold- 
uc says ruefully. 

The Chhays are settling into a South Law- 
rence apartment just a half-mile away 
from the Chhuns.‘‘We would have loved to 
have them here in Andover,’’ Bolduc says, 
but the parishioners found the rents in town 
too high. A parishioner owns the Lawrence 
apartment, and has donated two free 
months of-rent. 


Members of the Christian Service Com-- 


mission, with help from the parish at large, 
have completely furnished the five-room 
apartment, including a washer and dryer. 
They have provided clothing, food and heat- 
ing oil as well, and many parishioners have 
volunteered their time to drive the family 
around the area. 

Church members will try to find a job for 
Chhay; they have set up several interviews. 
A former soldier, he is a high school grad- 
uate with experience in photography and 
communications, and speaks some English 
and French. A Lawrence factory has al- 
ready offered sewing jobs to Phondy and 
her mother, experienced seamstresses. 

Just as the Chhay family will be able to 
rely on the Chhuns to help them adjust, St. 
Augustine’s parishioners have relied on the 
Lutherans for advice with their 
sponsorship. Laura Edge, who coordinated 
the Lutheran effort, ‘‘has been our right 
hand,’’ Bolduc says. 

Edge reports that Sarom Chhun, who 
speaks English and French, is doing well at 
his job, but has yet to earn the driver’s 
license he covets. Choeun attends English 
classes four mornings a week (where little 
Kamrang has become the star pupil), and 
has developed an appreciation for Ameri- 
can fashion. Bunthy Chak attends the Roll- 
ins School in Lawrence, and his English is 
also improving. 

Phondy Thlang and Bun Thoeun speak 
some English, learned in the refugee camps 
— “just a little,’’ Phondy says apologetical- 
ly. She asks new acquaintances to write 
down their names for her. Both speak softly 
and slowly, explaining that they came from 
the same Cambodian province as Chhun and 
his family, Battambang. 

They fled the Communist rule in their 
country a little more than a year ago, Phon- 
dy says, arriving in the Thai refugee camp 
on Jan. 20, 1981. There they joined the 
Chhuns, who had been there for more than a 
year and would soon leave for the Philli- 
pines:

On Aug. 17 last summer, the Chhays were 
transferred to a camp in the Phillipines, the 
same camp where the Chhuns had lived for 
six months before the Lutherans brought 
them here. The Chhays were released on 
Jan. 29, and headed for America. 

Cold and snow are both new to them; they 
like the snow, Bun Thoeun says, but seem 
less enthusiastic about the cold. Beyond 
that, on just their second day in this coun- 
try, it is hard for Bun Thoeun and Phondy 


Chhay to explain how they like the United 
States. 

But as their children play on the floor of 
St. Augustine’s Good Council hall with new 
playmates, while Sokhon Mak Thlang holds 
tiny Rebecca, bundled in a pink snowsuit, 
and parishioners pass around cups of hot 
coffee, the Chhays don’t need English to 
express their feelings. 

The gentle smiles on their faces say it for 
them.

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Town Meeting Issues 


The annual town meeting will, of course, contain the 
usual number of interesting items, such as budgets, 
projects and street acceptances, and, no doubt, the 
usual amount of items which will evoke unanticipated 
controversy. 

That is what makes New England town meeting so 
interesting and in these times, it takes some items of an 
unusual nature and not necessarily of monetary impact, 
to command and hold a quorum at the annual session. 

This year there are a couple of items which should fall 
into the category of attention-grabbers, simply because 
they deal with the ability of the town to govern itself 
through the same town meeting actions which will 
decide their fate. 

One item will deal with the veto power of the finance 
committee at special town meetings, another concerns 
the ordered acceptance of an Andover street by the 
county commission. 

As for the FinCom veto power, it would appear that 
the time has come to strike that provision from the 
books. 

As mentioned here when the issue first surfaced last 

fall, the Finance Committee powers to reject the call- 
ing of a special town meeting through disapproval of a 
request for funds should be done away with, now that 
there are sufficient safeguards against private interest 
groups holding sway at special or regular meetings. 
_ When FinCom was given that power several years ago 
‘it was essentially to protect against municipal employ- 
ees obtaining salary or fringe benefit breaks through 
means of packing a special town meeting. Too, there 
was protection against a group of residents in a partic- 
ular area obtaining extension of utility lines to their 
areas of the community. 

What happened in those days about a quarter of a 
century ago, was a packing of a special meeting devoted 
to a specific interest and a disinterested voting public 
allowing the individual proposals to pass with little or 
no opposition. 

Since that time such safeguards as a town manager 
charter, an interested populace and even a concerned 
FinCom have replaced the apathy and packed meetings 
to provide for some semblance of order to Andover’s 
municipal government. 

The manager is afforded great powers over the mu- 
nicipal budget and is the sole authority on establish- 
ment of salary and employee benefit packages, with the 
approval of the selectmen and ultimately town meet- 
ing’s approval of his agreements within departmental 
budgets. 

As for specific issues, such as the matter of spraying 
for gypsy moths which prompted the invoking of the 
FinCom veto power last fall, Andover voters assuredly 
would have turned out in sufficient numbers on such an 
ne iy effectively have decided the matter once and 

or all. 

They were prevented from doing so, simply because 
the FinCom felt the expense not justifiable, thus the 
matter could not react town meeting floor. 

FinCom can still provide its recommendations to 
town meeting, but granting them the privilege of deny- 
ing the residents an opportunity to decide the issue on 
their own, virtually disenfranchises the voters of this 
community as long as it is governed by open town 
meeting. 

For that reason, the veto power can be and should be 
removed when the annual town meeting convenes in the 
spring. 


Opinion 
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Without addressing the merits of whether or not 
Whispering Pines Way should or should not be an ac- 
cepted street, it seems to follow that if town meeting 
has the right to decide on such issues as establishing its 
municipal costs, leashing dogs, or whether or not to 
spray for insects, it should likewise maintain the right 
to either accept or reject streets. 

This past year, after town meeting again rejected 
acceptance of Whispering Pines Way---a running 
neighborhood battle for a number of years- - - the Coun- 
ty Commission was petitioned to overrule the town’s 
governing body. 

After hearings in Salem, viewing the site and confer- 
ring with local officials, as well as tracing the history of 
the issue, the commissioners decided the road should be 
accepted by the town. 

Regardless of the personalities involved, the 
judgment of whether the street is in acceptable condi- 
tion or not, or the fact that the controversy over accep- 
tance is of long standing, surrendering the rights of the 
town to a county board is not an acceptable alternative. 

The decision of street acceptance has historically 
been reserved to the residents of the community and 
should remain that way---again, as long as we are 
governed by open town meeting. 

Home rule has been jeopardized sufficiently in recent 
years as to insist that street acceptance actions remain 
within the province of those who are most concerned--- 
the people that live within the confines of the town. 

Such legal ability should not be handed over to a group 
such as the county commission---an archaic govern- 
ing body whose contribution to the proper and business- 
like conduct of government in modern times is 
valueless.

Last evening I read some of the concerns the Selectmen 
had with approving the School Committee’s request for a 
Referendum Question on our March ballot that would allow 
the residents of Andover to decide whether or not they 
wanted to exempt the School Building Bond Issue. 

I feel I must address this matter as the chairman of the 
School Building Committee, and most importantly, a resi- 
dent and taxpayer of the Town of Andover, and ask that the 
Board of Selectmen consider the following in their deliber- 
ations: 

1. The Board of Selectmen, as a body, has supported the 
School Building Program from its inception. 

2. The Board of Selectmen, as the elected representtives of 
the people, has an obligation f allow the voters to decide 
how much they wish to be taxed. 

3. The Board of Selectmen also has the responsibility to 
inform the people of their opinion regarding the effect of the 
passage of this Referendum, being either good or bad for the 
town. ” 

4. Regarding the reference to ‘‘voodoo budget,’’ I suggest 
that what we have here is a question on exempting Bonded 
Debt Service and not budgets. Budgets are debated and 
decided on the floor of Town Meeting in April; not on 
Election Day in March. 

5. In this area of ‘the people participating in decision-

The expense portion of the supervisors 
account was cut from $29,764 to $26,070; 
that discussion sparked renewed debate 
over the need for program advisors. Com- 
mitteemen Richard Neal and John S. Eaton 
said they favored eliminating the program 
advisors — instituted just last year for 
academic programs — to increase funds for 
teachers. 

Robb called the cost of funding program 
advisors ‘‘a bargain’, and Michael Giam- 
musso agreed that he would not want to cut 
the advisors ‘‘unless we are really up 
against a wall.”’ 

The committee also cut the salary portion 
of the business office account from $224,181 
to $192,000 by eliminating the $22,447 posi- 
tion of computer director — as tentatively 
suggested at the committee’s last meeting 
— and cutting the budget for temporary 
help from $12,000 to $3,000. 

The schoolmen scheduled an extra ses- 
sion for next Tuesday night at the 
Shawsheen School, to complete their first 
pass. The remaining accounts are athletics, 
student body activities, custodial services, 
oil, utilities, maintanance of grounds, build- 
ings and equipment, fixed charges, equip- 
ment, and programs with other districts. 

Supt. Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert closed the 
meeting on a gloomy note by demonstrating 
how the recommended budget could be cut 
by $2 million. That might become nec- 
essary, if the selectmen do not place a 
Prop. 24-referendum questionon the March 
election ballot —or if voters disapprove 


that question. 


Executive Cars 


The referendum question would ask vot- 
ers to exempt debt service on the $13.72 
million school building project from Propo- 
sition 24%. Without the exemption, the rec- 
ommended $14.9 million school budget 
would be cut to $12.9 million. 

Seifert emphasized that he would not 
recommend any of the cuts he described. 
Those cuts would leave Andover, he said, 
with what ‘‘would not be considered a rea- 
sonable school system going into the 1980s.’ 

Among those desperation cuts, he listed: 
reorganizing the administration to elimi- 
nate school principals, at a $175,000 sav- 
ings; eliminating third-shift custodians, 
$90,500; cutting after-school activities, 
$164,000; cutting busing to the state require- 
ment of a two-mile limit for all students, 
$105,000; going to a four-day week, $125,000; 
going to double sessions, combining East 
Junior High with West Junior during con- 
struction at East, $230,000; eliminating the 
West Traditional program, $154,000; and

prevent them from allowing their voices to be heard on this 
important issue. 

Also, I would like to remind the board that last year 62 
percent of Andover voters favored Proposition 2% and, 
therefore, the only reason I can find for not including this 
issue on the March ballot is that the board feels these same 
voters have changed their minds regarding Proposition 2% 
or apathy will take hold and these same voters will not care 
enough to come out and vote. Either action will indicate the 
will of the people. 

“In closing, I say to you, unless the Board of Selectmen 
lacks confidence in the resident/voters of Andover, there can 
be no reason not to submit this question to the voter at the 
town election in March 1982, so that we, the town residents, 
can make the final decision.

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State Overrules Town 
On Pole Hill Problems 


In the latest development in the struggle 
over plans to build a subdivision on Ballard- 
vale’s Pole Hill, a state agency has over- 
ruled local efforts to control potential 
problems on the hill. That decision can only 
benefit the developer, according to the Con- 
servation Commission. 

If Pole Hill is developed into a 69-home 
subdivision — and it is still not certain that 
it will be — the conservation commission 
believes construction on the site could lead 
to serious soil erosion and sedimentation 
problems, damaging wetlands near the 
Shawsheen River. 

But the state Department of Environmen- 
tal Quality Engineering disagrees: The 
DEQE late last week issued an order super- 
seding the ConComm’s order of conditions, 
which required design changes at the site to 
prevent potential problems. 

The DEQE order, received by the town 
Monday, is ‘“‘vaguer’’, “‘less substantial’, 
and ‘‘less forceful’ than the local commis- 
sion’s order, Community Development and 
Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore said 
Wednesday. 

During a Tuesday night meeting, com- 
mission members decided to appeal the 
DEQE order because ‘“‘they feel it under- 
mines their original order of conditions, 


and is very much in the developer’s favor,” 
Gilmore explained. 

The town has until! next Friday to file an 
appeal; this Friday, Gilmore will meet with 
Special Town Counsel Thomas Arnold and 
Robert Morehouse of the Soil Conservation 
Center to discuss the appeal. 

While the conservationists are assuming 
the ‘‘Waterford Place’’ subdivision will be 
built on Pole Hill, developer Arthur Kalo- 
gianis of T.D.J. Development Corp. has 
resumed negotations for a land swap with 
the town. 

Town Manager Kenneth R. Mahony said 
Tuesday the developer has made a new 
offer to swap the hill for a smaller parcel of 
town-owned land off Woburn Street, known 
as the “‘tea lots’, as authorized by town 
meeting last year. 

Mahony discussed that offer with the 
selectmen in executive session Monday 
night. The negotiations will continue, he 
said, although he added that it was difficult 
to tell if any progress is being made with 
the developer. “‘I would like to resolve it,” 
the manager commented. 


- Compared to the conservation commis- 


sion’s order, the DEQE’s superseding order 
is ‘‘considerably less substantial, and is a 


much less forceful way to deal with likely 
sedimentation and soil erosion problems on 
that site,’’ Gilmore said. 

The DEQE found some of the design 
changes ordered by the ConComm, includ- 
ing the elimination of some house lots, 
unnecessary. Instead, the state agency has 
ordered the extensive use of hay bales and 
other design changes, such as the use of 
siltation and sedimentation devices, the 
director indicated. 

While the commission formulated their 
order to consider the worst possible condi- 
tions on the construction site — including 
heavy rains and poor cooperation from the 
developer — the DEQE ‘‘seems to have an 
exactly reverse perspective,’ Gilmore 
said. 

“They are counting on good weather, 
minimal precipitation and the developer’s 
compliance, and saying there is the possi- 
bility the site can escape with minimal 
damage.” 

Town officials have also found the DEQE 
order ‘‘vague’’ in some respects, he added. 
‘There are points that need clarification.’’ 


The state order also refers to a plan from 
the developer that the conservation com- 
mission has not seen, he added.
